WHILE the transfer 
market for Sydney 
NSL clubs has been 
relatively quiet as 
they prepared for 
the second summer 
season, Marconi has 
been compelled to 
delve into the pool 
of available players 
to replenish post- 
season movements.

Steve's background

His passage to the 
AIS reveals a similarity 
to the early days of 
Frank Farina’s career 
and his eight-month 
stint in Canberra saw

“The regular training 
mornings and nights 
allowed me to improve 
my reading of the game 
and made me feel more 
comfortable on the 
ball,” he said. 

Steve's progression to 
Marconi mirrors the 
movements of other 
‘AIS-based players over 
recent seasons and rein- 
forces the value that the 
“right’’ environment 
can have on a devel 
ing player. 

His contribution to 
Australia’s results in the 
World Youth Cup qual- 
ifying rounds in Fiji saw 
him operate predomi- 
nantly in the midfield 
with occasional forays 
into the attack. 

His role will be simi- 
lar at Marconi. 

To become a regular 
in the first XI is Steve's 
initial aim in 1990/91 
and his desire to even- 
tually play overseas is a 
long-term goal he will 
be pursuing. 

He has followed the 
succesful exploits of 
Sydney Olympic's 
‘Abbas Saad and Alistair 
Edwards in Singapore, 
together with the many 
talented players that are 
now based in Europe.

ENGLAND’s new 
soccer hero Paul 
Gascoigne is get- 
ting sick of com- 
parisons with 
George Best. 

Because for every 
critic that compares his 
skills with those of the 
dazzling Irishman, 
another warns that the 
combination of drink 
and temperament that 
ruined Best's career 
are poised to claim 
Gascoigne. 

Ever since his 
performances in the 
World Cup in Italy — 
capped by a tearful dis~ 
play of emotion when 
he knew that the com- 
petition was over for 
him — Paul Gascoigne 
has been national hero 
number one. 

Only he is capable of 
regularly pushing stor- 
ies about the Gulf cri- 
sis off the front pages 
of British newspapers. 

Ticket sales for his 
Tottenham Hotspurs’ 
club have boomed and 
a giant merchandising 
campaign is devoted to 
promoting the Gas- 
coigne image from T- 
shirts to lunchboxes. 

There are even 
moves to register his 
nickname — “‘Gazza’” 
as a registered 
trademark. 

‘The “Sunday Sport” 
newspaper went one 
step further when it 
claimed that the face 
of Gascoigne had 
appeared, miraculous- 
ly, on the White Cliffs 
of Dover. 

He arrived at Tot- 
tenham from his native 
Newcastle for $4.6 mil- 
lion two seasons ago 
with a precocious 
talent, a tendency to 
overweight and a rep- 
utation for clowning. 

He went to Italy as a 
member of the Eng- 
land squad but without 
guarantee of a regular 
team place, a situation 
that made his sudden 
transformation into a 
soccer deity all the 
more dramatic. 

“When so much of 
modern football is ex- 
cruciatingly mundane, 
Gascoigne runs with 
the ball at opponents 
and beats one, two, 
three men in succes- 
sion,” journalist Julie 
Welch wrote in ‘The 
Times.” 

“He is an exciting 
throw-back to those 
long-ago days when 
boots were brown and 
the ball was made of 

leather.” 

An interesting side- 
line to the Gazza phe- 
nomenon is that his 
appeal extends outside 
the traditional soccer 
fraternity of working 
class male. 

Just as many women 
as men seemed bowled 
over by the player and 
as Ms Welch notes, he 
is a topical discussion 
point at middle-class 
dinner parties.
